ishing belief has spread into the 
schoolroom, the living room, the 
courtroom and now into the 
streets of our nation in the 
form of wild, drunken brawls.

the dereliction has been in the 
failure to teach them the mean­

arrested and found that 76 per 
cent of them had criminal rec­ 
ords prior to the riot. . . There 
were 26 of these people on pa­

Most police officers are un­ 
happy about (he altitude of the 
courts in letting criminals go 
free Indeed, FBI Director Hoo­ 
ver. in his message in the Law 
Enforcement Bulletin, makes a 
comment on this point, too He 
says:

JUDGE Norman Elkington of 
the California Superior Court, 
in sentencing an ex-convict to 
life imprisonment a few days 
ago. lashed out at the attention 
given to allegations of police 
brutality.

prisoner -de­ 
scribed bv the judge as “ the 
most vicious criminal” he had 
ever seen— had claimed that his 
civil rights were violated by 
brutality on the part of the two 
arresting 
officers, 
and 
the 
charges had been investigated 
bv the Department of Justice 
The judge asked 
“ How should a policeman dis­ 
arm a desperate criminal com­ 
ing at him with a knife** Are 
there some sporting rules he 
must follow

any. is Red China s strategy as 
given last week in a long article 
by Marshal Lin Piao, minister

chairman of the Chinese Com­ 
munist party 
Marshal Lin said the Viet­ 
namese war demonstrates that 
a “ people s war" in Asia. Africa 
or Latin .America can be waged 
successfully against the I ’niied 
States But Red China has West­ 
ern Europe in mind as a neces­ 
sary target, too 
Boiled 
down, 
the 
argument 
goes like this 
The people of Asia. Africa ana 
I^tin America may not have 
the weapons possessed by the 
United States and its Western 
allies but. if they have the will 
to win. they can But how -’ 
The fight should be made by 
the people of the countryside 
against the cities In the end the 
Western world is the city and 
the people of the rest of the 
world are the eountrvside 
Thus, according to this think­ 
ing. the United States and West­ 
ern Europe, bit bv bit. revolu­ 
tion by revolution, can be encir­ 
cled and destroyed 
While Marsha! Urn suggests 
that 
the 
Soviet 
Union, 
now 
treated with contempt by Red 
China, is opposed to the kind of 
people':, war he has in mind. 
Rusk thinks the Soviet Union s 


ultimate aims are the same as 
Red China s. 
He said the only real differ­ 
ence between those two worlds 
of communism is how “ to get on 
with the world revolution " 
The Red Chinese dismiss as 
inconsequential the penalties of 
war by saying "temporary suf­ 
fering is repaid by lasting or 
even perpetual peace and happi­ 
ness ” 
This. of course, is the unreal. 
Utopian dream that if the world 
was full of nothing hut Commu­ 
nist nations there would he no 
war even though the Soviet Un­ 
ion and Red China already are 
good examples of how Commu­ 
nist nations don't get along 
la*st anyone doubt Red China 
would 
get 
involved 
in 
these 
worldwide revolutions, the mar­ 
shal says 
“ As 
for 
the 
revolutionary 
wars waged bv the oppressed 
nations and peoples, .n far from 
opposing them, we invariably 
give them firm support and ac­ 
tive aid.”

could an American president, if 
he was reluctant to in’ervene in

Latin-American 
revolution, 
right in this country’s backyard.

•eco mmendatio n Wednesday that 
urban universities be given a 
bigger ro le in the state system 
o f higher educatio n than the 
bo ard's m aster plan currently 
co ntemplates.

reco mmendatio n 
was 
made by Dr. WiPiam S. Carl­ 
so n, president o f the University 
o f To ledo , where the bo ard held 
a hearing o n 'he m aster plan. 
Dr. Carl.so n said that when the 
m aster plan was in preparatio n, 
Ohio State University was the 
o nly urban state-suppo rted uni­ 
versity. Since then two new o nes 
have been added in Cleveland 
and Dayto n, he said, and two

To ledo and Akro n. 
Dr. Carl.so n also co mplained 
that the m aster plan reco m­ 
mends a $ 300-per-student state 
suppo rt facto r fo r freshmen and 
s o p h o m o r e s in residential 
scho o ls, such as Bo wling Green 
State University, but that mu­ 
nicipal universities also deserve 
$ 300 per student because o f their 
high expenses.
